Mr. McGuire said the estimated 
undergraduate enrollment for next 
year will be 2400 men and 1290 
women. He said this is a modest in- 
crease but that in the following 
year, when the increase will be 
even larger, new residence halls 
will open to accommodate the stu- 
dents. 

All rooms in Bressler Hall ac- 
commodate two students. The room 
rate is $285 per academic year. 

Mr. MeGuire said the decision to 
triple up in some of the rooms 
must be considered in the light of 
the basic philosophy of a state uni- 
versity which must gear itself to 
the needs and demands of the state, 
He said URI has all the facilities for 
higher education except for living 
space. y 

“I would rather put three in 4 
room for two, but give this third 
a chance for higher education. My 
| office would be chagrined to feel 
that a student would be turned 
away and denied an education just 
because there is not bed space for 
him,” he said > 

Mr. McGuire said another factor 
entering into the decision was that 
there is a need on campus for low?

“Tm absolutely convinced this 
will work. I do not think this will 
cul into academic end ors or in- 
terpersonal relationships,” Mr. Me- 
Guire said. 

Mr. McGuire said the committee 
explored the possibility of housing 
the students in trailers, pre-fabri- 
cated buildings, Port Greene and 
hotels and motels in the Narragan- 
Sett adres. At this time, “this (triple- 
eceupancy rooms) is the only pos- 
sible and logics! solution for ‘hous- 
jog students,” he said. 


Approximately 60 rooms in each 
of the three men's buildings will be 
used for triple occupancy, The 
furnishings in the room will con- 
sist of a single and a bunked bed, 
Varew desks, three chairs, two dres- 
Sere and two wagtepaper baskets. 

Mr. MeGuive said the decision 
was made to supply only two dres- 
#ers because it would make for bet 
tenand less cluttered room arrange 
Ment and because it was not felt 
that the men students would need 
tee additional storage space.

Kingston Inn was made last week 
The inn was originally leased by 
the university five years ago this 
Jone als fixed fee when “the uni 
versity was desperately in need of 
housing, but not enough to justify 
building « new residence hall,” Mr. 
McGuire said. 

He said the university and the 
owner of the inn were not able to 
arrive at terms acceptable to both 
pertaining to the length of time the 
lease should run and the money it 
should involve. 

Mr. McGuire said the closing of 
the inn “is not really 8 to force 
additional overcrowdi. He said 
the increase in women resident stu 
dents next year will be approxi. 
mately 150, leaving additional open 
bed space for 50 more women in 
the university residence halls, This 
will allow the members of Alpha 
Delta Pi to get sufficient accommo- 
dations, he said. 

Mr. McGuire said that Alpha 
Delta Pi was never officially in- 
formed of the action being taken 
until the decision was made and a 
letter sent to the sorority president 
last Friday. He said Evelyn B. 
Morris, dean of women, was in on 
all the planning and her suggestion 
of action to be taken played a sub- 
substantial part in the decision 
reached, 

Mr. McGuire said Bressler Hall 
would be a good place for the sor- 
orities which are now spread all 
yer campus to live. He said this 
is the only building where he can 
actually guarantee a sorority can 
live Logether.

Edmond F. Wiggins of Provi- 
dence, R, 1, a 1960 URI electrical 
engineering graduate, has spent the 
Tast two months training in the 
Philippines as a Peace Corps vol- 
unteer. 

Assigned to Cageguran, Sorsogon, 
Philippines for his two-year Peace 
Corps service, Mr. Wiggins is learn- 
ing first hand about Philippine cul: 
ture and society, 

His training schedule requires 
him to be in class six days a week 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. studying such 
subjects as Intensive Tagalog (the 
Philippine national language), the 
Philippine school system and teach- 
ing methods. : 

The Peace Corps volunteers in 
the Philippines will assist in im- 
proving the quality of English 
spoken in rural areas and elevating 
feaching standards in both English 
and general science. 

It is expected that by June 1962 
approximately 300 volunteers will 
be serving as educational aides on 
Filipino teaching staffs. The first 
group of 128 volunteers arrived in

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Foreign Student Committee 
May Ask Housing List Change 


Dr. M. E. Batroukha, chairman of 
the URI Foreign Students Commit- 


tee, said last week the committee 
may request the URI housing office 
to end its policy of publishing dis- 


crimimatory offampus housing 
lists. 
Dry Batroukha said he thinks 


the housing office is considering 
the policy change. 

If the committee sends its re- 
quest, it will be the second campus 
organization to consider the matter. 
Earlier: last week, the URI Grad- 
ute Student Association heard a 
report suggesting support be given 
in urging the housing office to 
change its policy. 

Dre-Batroukha, a URI assistant 
professor of jourbalism, spoke at a 
journalism department press con- 
ference. j 

“Another idea the committee is 
considering,” Dr. Batroukha con- 
tinued, “is a graduate student 
dorm.” Such a dorm would take 
care of graduate student housing 
and provide for the mixing of 
American and foreign graduate 
students, he said. 

Dr, Batroukha said there is no 
problem in housing the undergrad- 
wate foreign students. 

Commenting on the actions of 
the Students for Democratic Action 


fn reference to the South Kings- 
town barber shop discrimination 
incident, Dr. Batroukha said “I 
don’t want to make a comment on 
what they stand for, but what they 
did is highly commendable.” 

In November, SDA, upon com- 


dertook a survey of discrimination | 
in several South Kingstown barber- 
shops. Of seven shops surveyed by 
the group, four shop owners re- 
fused to give haircuts ta Negro 
students for various reasons. Since | 
then, upon interyention of the} 


Rhode Island Discrimination Com- 
mission, the four shops have agreed | 


to comply with the state discrimi-| 


nation laws. 

Asked about the commission's 
constitutional policy, Dr. Batrou 
kha said he disagreed with its 
policy of withholding publicity of 
discrimination matters. 

By law, the commission must| 
withhold publicity of any discrim- 
ination incident until the matter 
becomes public record in court 
“One important function of pub-| 
licity in such matters, is that it 
serves to correct deyiations in be- 


havior,” Dr. Batroukha said. “Pub- 


licity then forces the community 


involved to take action, Some com- 


munities don't realize there is 


discrimination,” he added.
